i.isappuiiitnniit to his owner, but not such a misfortune as was this good colt’s death through the reckless 
lidliig of a hare-brained jockey. Still Worth was not altogether a failure and gained for himself the bonor- 
ab.e distiiictum of being a Kentucky Derby winner ami also was tlie stable’s principal moner earner. In 
the .Adam r-olt. Adams Express, Mr. Halleubeck possessed a remarkably fast horse which wdrtliily gained 
fry himself a place among the top weight handicap Imrses of the year and should make a good stallion 
‘.vlieu bis riK'liig days are over. The two three-year-old fillies. Hedge and Azylade, raced usefully and more 
tbaii paid their way but, like M’orth, the latter did not race up to the high promise of her career as ■ two- 
j«'ar-old. FrederU-k L. and Hobnob raced in form snggestire of development Into crack three-year-olds in 
lt*13 and the first-named may prove as good as anything of his age. At any rate, be is gifted with speed 
ciKHigb.

laiii" iiiaki'^ some statements concerning thoroogii- 
breil prices and values iu Argcutina and England 
that may well evoke wonder and envy In the minds 
of American brei-ders, accustomed as they now are 
to lumlcst returns from the sales paddock and race- 
track alike. The article in question 8a.vs, under 
date of Noremlier 18, with values rendered into our 
money terms: 

“KenieiulM'ring the prices realised by yearlings at 
Doncaster last Septemlier, we must reasonably ex- 
IM-i't that the prices fur br<XMlmares will increase pari 
IMihsu at the Newmarket DiH'ember Sales, and, as 
lias ts'eii |ioitit(>d out. the prices for the highest class 
stallious. so fur from being exaggerated during re- 
ci'nt .rears, bare tieeu far lielow what Argentine 
lino-ders. at any rate, ought to have paid, for the 
market at ilieir command enables them to get back 
I he price of a $150,UOO borse for bis stock of a 
single season. It is not us though they gave long 
prices for liiai-es. Tliat they seldom do, and the 
iieist exi»eiisive yoinigstei's at the Argentine sales 
an? gi-nerally out of mares that have cost very little. 
Jiiini-s Getting, writing from Buenos Ayres under 
date tlie g.5tli ult., gi'es the total for Senor Ignacio 
Correas' sale of Diamond Jubilee’s stock slightly 
dlfTereiit from that published by the 'Bpecial Coni- 
intssioni'r’ on Saturday, when the average for eight- 
een was made out to be $7,125. Mr. Getting brings 
it <int at $7. <100. and no doubt he is the better au- 
thority in caicniatiug the rate of exchange, the sales 
lieiiig made in |m>sos, which fluctuate nut a little. 
Mr. Getting gives the further analysis that nine 
DiamiHid Juhilts' colts made an average of $8.70j 
each and nine Diamond Jubilee fillies $5,265 eacb. 
This is the fourth lot of Diamond Jubilee’s stuck 
which 8<‘Dor Ignacio Correas has sold, aud in ro’jud 
figures they have made aliout $600,000. This wilt 
give sonic idea as to what Argentine breeders can 
afford to |iay and rniglit to pay for their stallions, 
1 hough, of (Miiirsc, they upset the market for other 
hu.vers. They an? curious people, none of them 
siK'aklng an.vthing good of another man’s horse, it 
ueeds considerable iiiHlerstanding of the ’native’ 
character if a visitor hopes to gain any Information 
out thei-e. He will bc.ir Val d Or, Jardy, Diamond 
Jubilee. Flotsam, and all the other best horses tta.it 
are or have Iss'ii th*'re, ’crabbed’ to any extent, 
according to the interests of the various parties, aud 
this is the more n'markable inasmuch as there is 
uo c'ompelition to get public mares to them, each 
owner keeping his own mares for bis own liOT'^e. 
I’resiimably. however, tlie sales of young stock ex- 
cite the ji-aloiisies, which really amount to nothing. 
It is difficult to understand this In England, whore, 
so far friHii crabbing another man’s horse, owners 
are apt to keep holy silence, even if they cannot 
eomiiicml him. Our friends in Ireland are not quite 
so kind to one auulber. but the.v do not go further. 
IH-rhaps. than to express a candid opinion of some- 
one else's horse that they do not like. In the 
Argentine uo owner has a good word to say for any 
horse Init his own. ainl therefore Argentine opinioiis 
sIsMild Is- areepted not only eiim grano, but as abso- 
liilely valueless. Mr. Getting adds; ‘Our yearling 
sal?-s still i-ontiiiiie. I'p to the present moment .530 
•••dts and fillies have been sold for $4,214,400.' 
What precisely that sum Is in (louiids sterling .\lr. 
Getting. unf'N'Iinialely. omits to say. and I sbail 
ivit attempt to Work it out, hut an Argentine dollar, 
or pi'so, is worth alswit 4:i cents, iiiughly speaking. 

“Continental buyers who want aoy of our liest 
stallions will find tliemselves obliged t<> hid up to 
the South Ameriean standard of value. There is no 
iiM' 111 healing about the bush on aucli a question. 
Stallions of the really highest eiasa can seldom U> 
tsHigbt at all. and if they can they are well worth 
Kiieh prices as the Argentine breeders have bitliertn 
given: for $150,000 is only three years’ pnrehas?' 
for a borse that will command a $1,S00 fee. It is 
probable, however, that eompetltlon in the Argen 
line will lead liefore long to much higher prio-s 
*fdiig given for stalliisig. as the market there for 
tlie .voung stock would abundantly Justify su«li :m 
iMitlay. and we are moving on to a period when $1.50.- 
iMtq will seem to Is- a far from extravagant sum to 
invest III a stallion. It is a fact that $225,000 has 
been offered for 1‘rince Palatine, and that, too. with 
a view to his alauding at a well-kuowa English 



stud. In some quarters old-fashioned notions as to 
priei? still struggle for e.vistence. Thus, it may l>e 
noted that Lally is coming up fur sale at New- 
market, with all the rest of Mr. Piirefoy’s blooil- 
stock. A distinguished Continental authority was 
rt'cently discussing the value of this brilliant son of 
Ampbion, aud declared that $50,000 would be too 
much to pay for him. as be bad not won classic 
three-year-old races. It was not iHsputed that Lally 
was absolutely first rlass as a two-year-<ild and a 
fmir-year-old. but because he had failed In the 
Dt'rhy $50,000 would be too much for him. This 
seems to be a strangely fatuous argument, for If 
Lally had won the Derby In addition to his other 
races, the Idea of such a price as $.50,000 for him 
would have seemed ruliciilous. Nothing less than 
$100,000 to $1.50,000 would have been dreamed of, 
and — what Is more — ^he would have made It. Such 
a borSe will never again be in the market for Ic'is 
than $100,000, if he is a Derb.v winner. That Lally 
was the best two-year-old of bis year Is indisputable, 
for in the Pn»c Uandieap at Newmarket that year 
he was asked to give bis nearest rival 7 pounds. As 
a three-year-old he won the Newmarket Stakes 
Across the F’lat. beating the Two Thousand Guineas 
winner and a goml field, and as a ftmr-ycar-old he 
won the Royal Hunt Cup in a canter from a field 
of twenty-three, carrying 112 ponnds, ami he fol- 
lowed that up by winning the Eclipse Stakes at 
Sandown I'ark with 1.39 isainds In the saddle. Alto- 
gether he won $97..542 in stakes, and the accident 
of his not having won the Derby also is a fortunate 
one fur anybody who hopes to buy him at such a 
price as $50,000 or K-ss. The horse is only nine 
years old, ami bis .voting stock coming on is from 
such mares as Prosperina (dam of Wethers Well aad 
Sleipner). Bracelet. Queen’s Holiday, Flue Air. etc. 
Prosptirina alone has already brotight two stallions 
into fasliiiMi. viz.. St. Brendan and His Majesty. I 
have gone at s«>me length into this question so as to 
IKiint mit clearly that no one but a Rip van Winkle 
among buyers can fall to understand that the value 
of stallions has immens*?ly appreciated of late .ve:Ps 
and that it Is Idle to attempt to bn.v horses of the 
highest class at anything like the old standard of 
prices.”

REMARKABLE HAPPENING RECALLED. 



Tleimas Piekernell. one of the most noted of Eng- 
land’s gentlemen riders, is dead at the age of 
st'venty-iiine. In 1860 he risle sixty-three winners, 
ami he t«>k part seventeen times in the running of 
the I.iveriHKit Grand National Steeplechase, win- 
ning (liree times and being three tiroes third. Me 
li.-id the uKHint on laird I’onlett's The lainih wlien 
that horse won in 1871. and his ride on that «M'ea- 
sion was the result of the following letter to him: 
"Thursday Night, Dee. 1.5. 1870. 

.My Dear Tommy. — Ia»t me know for <-ertain if 
you ean ride for me for Liverpool on The I«amb. 
I dreamt twiee last night 1 saw the rare i-un. The 
first dream he was last, and finished amongst the 
earriages. The second dream — I should think one 
Imur afterwards — I saw the Liverpool run. He won 
four lengths, and .vou rode him, and 1 stood above 
the winning |>ost at the turn. I saw the cerise 
ami lilne sleevt's. and you, as plain as I write this. 
Now. let me know as soon as you can, and say 
iiolliiug to anyone. Yours sincerely, 

POITLim’.” 

I'his letter, it will be tdioerved. was written some 
Uiree mouths liefore the decision of the ract'. and 
the secret was well kept. Tliere were twenty-five 
starters, favoritism resting with Pearl Diver, which 
tiuislied fourth. The Lamb -won by two lengths. 



CHARITY TO GET SURPLUS 



KOVEL COURSE DECIDED UPON BT MANAGE- 
MENT OF KARYUUrD JOCKEY CLUB. 



Balance Remaining After Pimlico Stockholden Ato 
Paid Six Per Cent, on Thoir InToatment to Bo 
Dorotod to Public Woifes mad Chaiitioa. 



Baltimore, Md.. December 9. — The Maryland 
Jockey Flub has determined upon a new departure 
ill the conduct of Its affairs and. commencing with 
next year's meeting, the club, after dedneting six 
per cent, upon the money invested, will turn the 
surplus over to one or more pnMic works or chari- 
ties to be selected by a majority vote of the stock- 
holders at the semi-annual meetings held in June 
and Deeemlier. 

What charities will he selected, if any, bas not 
.vet been tlecided. It was declaretl by William F. 
(Tochran, a leading worker in Baltimore dMrities, 
that be felt certain no local charitable organization 
would accept any of the money from the Pimlico 
Club. 

For the last few years the jockey club bas been 
making large profits daring its meetings. It has 
been tlie policy of the association to spend Its 
profits freely upon improving the plant anti in 
adding to its pursee and stakes. Any balance re- 
maining. after paying the stockholders six per 
cent, upon their investment, bas been carried to 
sunilus account. 

In speaking of the matter, William P. Biggs, 
iiecretar.v of the club, said: 

“The Maryland JtH'key Club never sought to make 
money out of racing. It has felt that it inherited 
the aims aud traditions of those tiistingnisbed Mary-
